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State Commission Will Busy 


Itself With Enforcing the 


State Law Only 


Owing to the conflict between the 
California state gam e laws and the 
Federal 
m igratory 
bird 
regulations 
over the opening of the duck season, 
the Fish and Game Commission yester­ 
day announced that all the state dep­ 
uties would enforce the state law only, 
which permits shooting half an hour 
before sunrise on Sunday, October la. 
The Federal regulations call for open­ 
ing October 16, which is Monday, and 
works a hardship upon many duck 
shooters who cannot get away on a 
week-day. 
The state men are not au­ 
thorized to nforce 
any 
federal law 
and whatever is done toward enforc­ 
ing its provisions m ust be done by the 
inspectors of the Biological Survey or 
their assistants, who tiled a few “ in­ 
form ations” against 
prominent 
Los 
Angeles clubmen last year, hut noth­ 
ing further ever has been heard from 
them since. 
Hundr ds of Orange county hunters 
will be on the ground 
for 
hunting 
Sunday, October 15. 
L ast year the 
opening hour observed in Southern 
California was in accordance with the 
state law, not 
the federal. 
Tinier 
state law shooting starts a half-hour 
before sunup and closes a half-hour 
after sundown. The federal law makes 
the opening at sunup and the closing 
at sundown. 
The federal law was not 
enforced last year.

Bud as the early general rain proved 
for In an-ranchers, there is one class 
of citizens, and an arm y of them too, 
which heartily approves of it; and 
that is the duck and quail hunters.

By filling up ponds of clubs short 
of water aud scattering the birds, it 
offsets the

noticed, 
but

many big birds all over California t Ii is 
year that getting 25 Hie first day 
should he a m atter of hitting them, 
mostly. 
Dam age to the fooel-supply 
will follow the sprouting of grain and 
seeds, hut this affects the later shoot-1 
ing most. 
Quail hunters rejoice at the pros­ 
pect of laid dust and clean-washed 
brush with grass on the north slopes. 
Dogs can be used to good advantage 
by tile middle of the month. 
The 
birds will behave better, will lie to 
the gun, and all shooting conditions 
will lie made more pleasant. 
Quail 
alw ays get enough of food. 
Some 
years ago the duck clubs decided that 
feeding ducks did not pay because 
mud hens get it all, but a resumption 
of the practice, taking advantage of 
spoiled grain caught in the wet, is 
advisable. 
Ducks a Nuisance 
From San Joaquin 
Valley 
points 
come reports of ducks so plenty as to 
do damage, and the sam e is heard 
from the vicinity of the Salton Sea, 
where men passing on early and late 
trains say a “ flight" of spring ducks 
is to be seen morning and evening 
gloving up and down the lake which 
looks like old tim es in the M ississippi 
Valley. 
California heat the Federal govern­ 
ment 
ten 
years in stopping spring 
shooting. 
These are considered some 
of 
the 
fruits. 
But 
the 
ranchmen 
growing Kaffir corn, rice and other 
grains, call it no unmixed blessing and 
say of ducks or the redheaded desert 
quail, that they do not know which 
is the worst. 
Instead of forbidding 
hunting, the desert ranchers welcome 
the men with a gun, and are said 
actually to com pete for the privilege 
of having parties to shoot down the 
game upon their holdings. 
This good news to sportsm en who 
have seen the country nearer town 
generally posted will send many guns 
to different points on the Southern 
Pacific from Indio down, those near 
the Salton offering the very best of 
duck shooting a s well as unlimited 
hordes of quail. 
The Owens’ Valley 
offers both kinds of sport, and up 
northwest of Bakersfield, some of the 
finest ducks ever shot are aw aiting 
the gun with the land-owners’ gates 
ajar. 
It will be a great season, sure 
enough.
